In both provinces 
the same films are exhibited, and once 
these have ‘been passed upon by a 
competent body a second examination 
The Alberta 
authorities were approached recently 
with view to the union of the censors 
of the three provinces in one central 
body, but for the present Alberta will 
not be represented at Winnipeg, The 
government of that province have de- 
vided to maintajn their own board of 
accepting in the future as 
they have done in the past all films 
Which have been passed by any other 
province of the Dominion and censor- 
ing only such as are brought into Al- 
berta direct from the United States.

Redmond, leader cot 
the Irish Natlonalists, who made the 
final argument for the Nationalist par- 
ty on the & hd reading for the home 
rule bill rhe vote of the house wis 
arranged to be taken tonight. 

The day's proceedings were opened 
by Mr. Redmond, who pleaded that 
the present stage of the controversy 
Was so critical that all energies must 
be devoted to finding a settlement 
He continued “The country as a

The Nationalists, Mr. Redmond sa 
would have been «'e4 to accept the 
scheme proposed by Sir Horace Plaua- 
kett in February, by which a plebiscite 
would be taken after a certain nuin- 
ber of years on the question of whe- 
ther any section of Ulster desired tu

Mr. Redmond said he was in sym- 
pathy with the general proposal of a 
scheme of federation, but vague talk 
on the subject, he declared, was mis- 
chievous and it could not solve the 
present difficulty. 

Must Proceed With Biil. | 

Amid great cheering on the minis- 
terial side, Mr. Redmond then summed 
up his view that there was nothing 
else to do than proceed with the bill 
in its present form, 

“The house of commons owes it 
a duty to Ireland and to England jo 
pass the home rule bill lam pro- 
foundly confident that when the bill 
has once been passed it will never be 
iled.” p 

Sir Edward Carson, the Ulster Un- 
jonigt leader, declared that the gov- 
ernment’s attempt to jump Ulster with 
naval and military forees had mads 
him skeptical of any reality in its pro- 
fessions o& peace and conciliation j 
Bar To Federalism, | 

“The talk of federalism,” he said, 
“has not advanced the settlement of 
the Ulster question an iota. if the 
government had said it was willing to) 
hang up the home rule bill until a 
federal solution had. been passed into 
law, then the sincerity of the minis- 
terial offer would be unquestioned 
The adoption of the present home rul 
bill would effectually bar the way ot 
federzlism.”’ ‘ 

Sir Edward Carson then 
his offer that if the government would 
to federal parliament to decide 
at the end of the six-year period of 
exclusion whether Ulster should 
have the continued right of local op- 
tion, he would call an Uister conven- 
tion and submit the question to it. 

“The only solution,” declared Sit 
Edward, “is to leave Ulster out of the 
bill until her consent to inclusion had 
been won. 

As to Referendum. 

Continuing, Sir idward Carson 
said, amid loud Opposition cheers, 
that the government had rejected the 
proposal of a general election on the 
home ru‘te and Ulster e on. the 
eround that was experimental, but 
it was nearly so experimental as was 
home rule itself. 

“T have also been told,’ he said, 
that if we had a referendum but 
few people would vote, Well, docs 
that indicate auy preponderating 
opinion favorable to home rule.’ 

Passing on to speak of the coercion 
of Ulster, Carson remarked: “lL um 
convineed that they will abandon the 
idea of force; never will they make of 
furce a transmitter of the message ot 
to Ireland.” (Prolonged Op- 
position cheers.) 

No Compromise Offerest, 

Continuing the debate, Sir Edward 
said that Redmond’s speech did not 
contain a single offer of compromise, 
and went on to suggest that Kedmond

London, April 6 “General” 
Mrs. Flora Drummond, the mili- 
tant sulfragette, shrieked so loud- } 
ly when she w “rraigned today 
at the police court in connection 
with the suffragette disturbances 
at the Unionists’ demonstration in 
liyde Park on Saturday that she 
had to be forcibly removed. She 
would not allow either the mag- 
istrate or the prosecutor to utter 
an audible word, 

When Mrs. Drummond entered 
the prisoner's enclosure she shout- 
ed at the top of her voice that 
she would not permit any one but 
herse:f to speak because, she 
said, the magistrates and police 
courts were doing the dirty work 
of Premier Asquith. She then 
proceeded (to bombard the court 
with volleys of verbal shrapnel 
until she was carried out by war- 
dens. 

“General” Drummond was 
brought into court three times, 
but on each occasion she had to 
be removed shieking and strug- 
sling. 

The suffragete’s flood of ora- 
tory easily drowned the attempts 
of the magistrate to maintain 
orde*, 

“I'm going to do the talking 
today for a change,” Mrs, Drum- 
inond yelled, and the magistrate 
gave up the struggie.

Expected Optimistic Wheat Re- 
port Lowers Price cf Wheat

CHICAGO, April 6.—Chancesr that 
the government crop report tomorrow 
will prove of the most flattering sort 
tended today to lower the price of 
wheat. Market closed easy at 3-8 @ 
1-2 to 5-8 net decline, Oats up 1-4 @ 
3-8.to 1-2, 

Belief in bearish official report on 
the growing crop in this country al- 
though of importance was by no 
means the only influence causing the 
wheat market to sag. Contrary to 
expectations northwestern receipts 
were liberal and world's shipments 
Were enlarged.* Besides two million 
acres of western Kansas which has 
been rather dry reported general 
rains, and Liverpool sent word of 
cheaper offerings from Russia. Cash 
demand, toc, was slow, and expert 
bids out of line, both at the seaboard 
and by way of the gulf.
